Dreadful Scenes. 


The city of St. Pierre stretched 


•".early two miles along the water front 
and half a mile back to a cliff at the 
baie of the volcano. 
The houses of 


t!i'' richer French families were built 
of stone. The still smoking volcano 
towered above the ash-covered hills. 
The ruing were: burning in many 
places and frightful odora of burnt 
GM|I filled the air. With great diffi- 
culty a landing was effected. Not one 
house was left intact. Viscid heaps 
f>° mud, ashes and volcanic stones 
*'ere seen on every side. The streets 
i.-0'.iM scarcely be traced. Here and 
there amid the ruins were heaps of 
uirrispst.

Careful Inspection showed that the 
fiery stream which so completely de- 
stroyed St. Piftire must have been 
'•ompoaed of poisonous gases, which 
instantly suffocated «very one who In- 
haled them, and of other g«aes burn- 


ing furiously .for nearly all the victims 
had their hands covering their mouths 
or were in some other attitude show- 
ing that they h-ad sought relief from 
suffocation. All the bodies were car- 
bonized or roasted. 


A. G. Austen, the manager of the 


Colonial baafe of Barbaiioes, iand«d at 
St Pierre -with a party from the Brit- 
ish royal mail steamer Solent. He 
found the banfc clock stopped at some 
minutes before S o'clock. A horse and 
buggy and a policeman were in a dead 
group at the, door. 


The village of Irrlnc, south of St. 


Pierre, was almost, destroyed, and al- 
most all the inhabitants were killed. 
One of the survivors of irrine, viiid 
•will rtie-, says the' sea. boiling hot. in- 
vaded the land. Six women whose 
bodies are one solid burn, are writhing 
in another ward of the hospital.

the city of St. Pierre disappeared vlth- 
in 10 minutes In a whirling flrc vom- 
ited from Mont Pelee; SO.OOO persons 
were instantly and horribly killed, and 
tl)p volcano, whose ancient orator for 
more than 50 years had been occupied 
by a quiet lake, became a torrent of 
fiery mud, 
which rolled toward the

SURVIVORS TALK. 


Several Narrate Their Experiences at 


Time of the Disaster. 


"1 never can forget the horrid, fiery. 


choking Tvhirnvinci which enveloped 
me." said Mr. Evans. "Mr. Morris and 
I rushed below. We are not very bad- 
ly burned, not so bad as most of them. 
When the fire came we were going to 
our posts (we are engineers) to\veigh 
anchor and got out. When we came 
up we fousid the ship afire aft, and 
fought, it forward until 3 o'clock, when 
the Suehftt came to our rescue. We 
were then building a raft." 


Ben Benson, a carpenter on the Ro-

1 
got to the windlass, but when the fire 
came 1 went into the forecastle and 
got my 'duds.' When I came out. I

Dead on St, Vincent. 


Roseau, Island of Dominica. D. W..I., 


May 13.—The Soufrlere volcano on the 
island of St. Vincent has been. In full 
eruption since Wenesday last. Sev- 
eral plantations have been destroyed. 
Earthquakes and loud reports accom- 
panied the eruption, ancl stones and 
ashes fell at Kingston. Many persons 
were wounded and the bodies of BOO 
dead are unburled. Barbados, 96 miles 
off, was ia total darkness for a time. 
Pebbles and gritty substances: have 
fallen there. Canoes crowded with 
refugees are arriving at Dominica, and 
their occupants are most hospitably 
received.

Two Hundred Persons Were Burned 


in the Fierce Blaze Which Fol- 


lowed—Many of Them 


Will Die, 


PJttsburg, May IS. — The Sheraden 


yards of the Panhandle railroad \vere 
the scene Monday night of one of tlie 
most disastrous explosions known in 
this section for many years. A score 
of lives were lost and about 200 per- 
sons were so badly burned that, ac- 
cording to the judgment o'f physicians 
ia attendance, 75 per cent of them 
will die from the effects of their 
injuries. 


The cause of the catastrophe was 


the , explosion of a train of naphtha 
cars which were being switched at the 
yard, and in the switching tbe rear 
car telescoped a car forward. 
The 


leaking naphtha ignited from a switch 
light, causing an explosion which 
threw the flames 50 feet high. Much 
or the escaping naphtha ran through 
Cork's run to Esplcnborotigh. a dis- 
tance of ono and a naif miles, and 
caused another explosion, blowing to 
atom:: the Seymour hotel and the Col- 
lins House on River roaxi, and badly 
wrecking a frame building near by in 
which were congregated 200 or more 
men from Plttaburg and vicinity bet- 
ting on the races and baseball. Few 
of 
the 
occupants of this building 


escaped injury, many being badly hurt, 
airs. Seymour and her d?v.,;;hter of the 
Sheraden hotel were seriously, and, it 
is feared, fatally injured. 


The first car of naphtha exploded 


about 4:40 o'clock ami the spectacle 
soon attracted a large crowd on 
streets lining the hills on both sides 
of and parallel to the railroad. The 
second car exploded about 5 o'clock, 
but it was 6:15 o'clock •wh«n three 
more cars or the deadly stuff went up 
with a roar that could toe heard for 
miles before the work of destructioa- 
really began. 


A torrent of flame belched forth on 


each side of the track, sweeping back 
the terrified spectators like a charge 
of artillery and sending a shower of 
flame overtheir heads. The successive 
explosions had heated the air to such 
au extent that bolore the third explo- 
sion many were rendered unconscious 
-by the estreine heat and the gaseous 
fumes, and wore being carried away 
when the torre-nt ot flame swept over 
the excited crowd. 


There was an awful hush for a mo- 


ment, then followed a scene of frenzy. 
Men and women, their clothing amaze, 
their faces scorched and blistered ead 
Ibeir hair burned off their heads, ran 
hither and thither, only intent on es- 
cape from the furnace of fire. Sonic 
gave vent to frenzied appeals to kill 
them and put them out of their misery, 
and little children with their hair and 
clothing afire cried piteously as they 
were swept along by the tide of burn- 
Ins humanity. 


The townspeople did all in their 


power for the stricken victims, and all 
the Pittaburgr ambulances were imtpe- 
diately dispatched to the scene with 
a corps of physicians. Many ot Otose 
not seriously burned were removed to 
their homes' in Sheraden, while others 
were sent to tho various Plttsburg hos- 
pitals and the dead removed to under- 
taking establishments in

Washington. Slay 13.—A contribu- 


tion to the discussion of Philippine 
government bill was raad-e ia the sea- 
ate by Mr. Foraker lQ.). He main- 
tained that the United States could 
not leave the islands until order had 
been restored and until a stable gov- 
ernment had been established. He 
declared that this government would 
not come away from the islands under 
the piesent or tie next administration, 
even though the latter be Dsmocratic, 
as the American people would .never 
consent to poltroonery. Mr. Foraker 
read some editorials from the Denver 
News, of which Mr. Patterson (Colo.) 
is the proprietor. The editorials main- 
tained that the United States must 
retain control of the faiHppines and 
put down the insurrection among the 
Filipinos. The Ohio senator declared 
that the 'editorials did not read as did 
Mr. Patterson's speeches read now.

one who, though a mere boy, had faced 
the brunt of battle, bis body pierced by 
the enemy's bullets and won for him- 
self the golden crown of martyrdom in j 
tlie military servli-o of his country, j 
There v>-ere also gathered there a few 
of His companions in arras, bronzed vet- 
erans, survivors of the red llame ot 
carnage that swept Piekett's division 
from the field of Gettysburg, who had 
come to drop a tear ai: a comrade's- 
grave and voice a tribute to Uis mem- 
ory. 


"Just as the solemn rites of burial 


were ovsr and tUe last shovelful of 
earth had been heaped upon his resting 
jlace God's breath shook; the overhang- 
ng boughs and sweet and beautiful 
apple blossoms came gently down a_nd 
decorated that young hero's grave.
